Dynamite Under a a Church, 


An Awful Drouth in Ontario, 


BOLDEST TRAIN ROBBERY 


Six Masked Men Hold Up an Express 


Train on the Lake Shore Road in Ohio. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


TOLEDO, O., July 24.—As bold and des- 


perate a train robbery as was ever com- 
mitted in tbe lonely and mountainous 
railroad regions of the great west occurred 
in tbickly 
populated northern Ohio 


early this morning. 
This section of the 


country has seldom been so startled as by 
the daring robbery committed onpneof 
the best passenger and express trains of 
the great Vanderbilt line and over which 
passes the greater part of the eastern and 
western travel and express business. 


As the vest bound New York express 


on xhe Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
was passing through a stretch of lonely 
woods ten miles west of the town of 
Wauseon and about forty miles west of 
this city, a danger signal brought it to a 
standstill. Immediately six masked and 
armed men appeared from the dense 
thicket along the track. The engineer 
and fireman were covered by guns and 
terrorized into submission by two of the 
desperadoes. 


The others then attacked the express 


car and compelled the messenger to open 
the safe at the point of their revolvers, 
and the safe was looted. The amount 
said to have been taken was fSOOO, but it 
is thought that the sum was very much 
larger and is being kept secret by the 
express company. 


The highwaymen did not attempt to 


molest any of the passengers. Their one 
object was the express ear that contained 
the valuables. The railroad officials be- 
lieve they have clues that point to the 
implication of either railroad or express 
company employes in the robbery. 


It is rumored here that besides a large 


amount of currency in the robbed car 
there had been placed aboard at Cleve- 
land $400,000 worth of jewels, and that 
this fact was known to the robbers and 
these jewels were their chief object.

The first bloodshfc 1 of a white has taken 
place, and the Bannock Indians have not 
only assembled in force on the Hoback 
river but have sent away their squaws 
and children and are ready to fight. 


The Bannocks yesterday killed a white 


settler, his wife and child in Salt River 
valley. This was the signal for vengeance 
on the part of the whites, who pursued 


the murderers and killed six of them. 
Excitement throughout all of northwest- 
ern Wyoming over the threatened upris- 
ing is intense. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., July 24.—Governor 


Eichards says that no movement of the 
state troops into the Jackson Hole coun- 
try will be made until more definite in- 
formation is recei-.ed. He says that the 
reports as to the actual state of things are 
all conflicting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24.—It is 


understood that orders arc'to be issued 
from the war department this afternoon 
directing General Coppinger who com- 
mands the department ot the Plaite to 
send a body of troops from his command 
to the Jackson Hole country to compel 
the Indians to return to their reservation.

Wcunan has a wide and well-earned re- 


putation for loving neither snakes, mice, 
rats nor toads. In fact, fA the Srst ap- 
pearance of these rapier unpleas'ng 
creatures, the average; woman gii-s a 
shrill little feminine shrink and dignifledly 
or undignifiedly seeks anielevsted place of 
safety. And the hatrefl of this same 
average woman for this sort of vermin is 
not of that kind that inspires the courage 
and bravery necessary to attack and de- 
stroy the offending creature. In fact, one 
mouse, a scabby old rat and a suako are a 
sufficient force to drive a whole army of 
average women into a shocking retreat 
onto the uplands of onairs, tables and 
lounges.

But there is a woman in East Pownal 


who is an exception, as was proven one 
evening last week. Mr$. Henry Burring- 
ton, who lives about a i<iile from Pownal 
Centre on the east road,1 has not given up 
the old Acadian custom of "calling the 
cattle home" at evening and doing the 
milking herie.C, woman though she be. 
It is under an apple tree near her house 
that the patient cow is accustomed to take 
her stand while Mrs.< Burrington each 
evening does the milaitjg. As usual one 
night last week the milking was going on, 
waen Mrs. Burrington Attracted by some 
slight noise above herjiead glanced up. 
There,hanging from a Jamb directly above 
her, its small eyes wioaedly gleaming and 
its forked tongue dartiig from its mouth 
was a very large mottled snake, commor- 
ly known as a checkered adder. 
It was 


not less than four or four and a half fee: 
long, and stealthily had crawled out on 
the limb and had let itself down ready to 
drop on its intended victim. It didn't 
take Mrs. Burrington long to beat a re- 
treat, and the vicious ijeptile then dropped 
to the ground to follow up an attack in 
which it was to be met fully half way. 
Mrs. 
Burrington secured a shovel that 


was close at hand and came back to settle 
matters with his SBakeship. 
The ugly 


creature struck at her and reared itself, 
throwing itself in coils, its flattened head 
and open mouth making a very uncom- 
fortable looking spectacle. Twice it made 
a vicious attack on the woman, but one 
well directed blow of the shovel in spite 
of its dodging caught the snake just below 
the head and before it could recover from 
this stunning another blow settled the 
fight. 


With the exception of a bad scare and 


being somewhat unnerved, Mrs. Burring- 
ton was not greatly affected, and she must 
be awarded the palm, as being the cham- 
pion woman snake iiiler of these parts. 


And, by the way, this is no fake "snake" 


story to excite the derisive laugh and call 
down the common jeer. It is probably 
the nearest true and least exaggerated 
reptile story of the season. Nor can it be 
attributed to excessive and snake-produc- 
ing indulgence in strong liquor, for the 
reporter is guiltless of that. And we 
think it very inconsiderate of the Spring- 
Held Union of yesterday to discredit this 
form of journalism just a day previous to 
our securing a treasure snake story. It 
editorially said: "When news is scarce, 
which generally happens about this time 
of the year, the public is fully compen- 
sated by the discoveries of the newspaper 
men in the field of curious phenomena. 
Just now we are beginning to read won- 
derful snake stories, especially from Penn- 
sylvania, where immense black snakes 
abound. Among the latest is a monster 
which hugs and suckles cows, another 
that chases electric cars and still another 
that al tempts to swallow boys who are in 
swimming. Then we have a kitten with 
six heads, a woman of forty-five who lias 
just given birth to six babies and a great 
variety of remarkable phenomena of that 
kind, including the sea serpent, the presi- 
dential booms and the Sunday drouth in 
New York. There is no occasion to des- 
pair for want of interesting intelligence 
during the heated term."

NOT GUILTY 


Is the Verdict of the Jury in the Kfrby 


Manslaug hter Case. 


The trial of Patrick J. Kirby of Will- 


iamstown on the charge of manslaughter 
occupied the superior court Monday and 
Tuesday. A year ago last January there 
was a row in Welch's blacksmith shop in 
WillJamstown, where Kirby is employed, 
and he struck James Fitzgerald over the 
head with a chair. Fitzgerald died of 
lockjaw twenty days later. During the 
trial many witnesses were examined, in- 
cluding a number of Williamstown and 
North Adams doctors, and all the circum- 
stances attending the row and Fitz- 
gerald's death were brought out. The 
evidence was closed yesterday afternoon. 
Judge Gaskell's charge was concise and 
eminently fair, and tb<; jury retired at 
S.30. 
It i& understood that on the first 


ballot the jury stood eight to four for 
guilty of simple assault, the majority of 
the jurymen believing that the prisoner 
should be punished, but in much lesser 
degree than would have followed convic- 
tion for manslaughter. After several 
further ballots the jury returned to the 
court room for more explicit instructions, 
and Judge Gaskcil convinced them that a 
verdict of guilty of simple assault could 
not be expsoted under the evidence. On 
then retarn the jury reported a verdict of 
not guilty at 6.15, the court having de- 
layed adjournment for more than an hour 
to give them a chance to agree.

WHY SHOULDN'T SHE BE EXECUTED? 


Maria Barber is under sentence of death 


in tbe Sing Sing state prison. Mention in 
the associate press despatches of the fact 
that Governor Morton had intimated that 
he might commute her senteme brought 
out editorial comment in prac tically all 
the Easiern daily papers yestei'dayj The 
common sentiment of most all of this edi- 
torial comment was that this woman's 
life could be spared on the sco-e of pity 
.and the great provocation for her act 
without detriment to society. 
It is said 


that she had been wronged in all that a 
woman could be wronged, and her "lover" 
had heaped insult upon her ruin till she 
had taken the same means to wipe out 
the stain on her honor that many a man 
has taken scarcely without reproach, to 
avenge the stain upon his personal or 
family honor. Why then should she not 
be treated as many men before her have 
been treated ? 


Two wrongs can never make a right, 


»nd if the office of the law has been 
usurped by private'vengeance in times 
past this is no reason for continuing law- 
lessness. Sentiment should havi- no part 
to play if justice and duty to the public 
are to be tho objects of law. Here is a 
woman, who, deliberately and with malice, 
harbored and committed murdar. 
She 


had no care or regard for the remedies 
the law could afford her. Her >>wu vin. 
dictive spirit and passions were allowed 
to have the most barbarous control of her. 
What will be the result if murderers are 
allowed to go unpunished because, they 
judge the provocation of theiron n wrongs 
as sufficient to justify the acts of their 
murderous nature ? It is a step backward 
to barbarism to allow seduction and the 
breach of promise of marriage to justify 
such an act as this woman's. 
The inter- 


ests of society demand that the punish- 
ment of just such a crime by the severest 
penalty of the law should altiord an 
example to the lawless and vindictive. 
Italian stilettoes should not be allowed 
to become substitutes in America for the 
calm and just decrees oi law, wliich are 
tbe open resort for all who are wronged 
and injured..

THEIR SPECIAL BEREAVEMENT. 


Seldom has any community to exper- 


ience a sadder or more shocking catas- 
trophe than that of the Pownal accident 
of last Sunday, which resulted in the 
dreadful and instantaneous death of four 
young men of this town. The impressive 
services of a triple funeral yestei day at 
Notre Dame church, and -still another on 
the same dny in a Canadian home far 
away—all the dead being victims of the 
same fatal moment and accident--closed 
to the general public a chapter of peculiar 
horror. Four young men in the prime of 
life and manly vigor, industrious and re- 
spected, though perhaps 
not 
widely 


known, cannot be snatched in a moment 
from the midst of any community with- 
out casting at least a temporary ^loom, 
and awakening a general sympathy iu all. 
The human heart in every breast beats too 
warmly not to feel a chill from such cal- 
amity, and every tongue speaks some 
hushed word of sympathy. 


But after the funeral train has passed, 


and after the earth has closed over these 
dead, and after this active, hurrying com- 
munity has gone about its business with 
only a memory of an awful accident, there 
will remain amongst us aching hearts and 
throbbing temples and tear-stained eyes 
in a circle which these men called home, 
and where they sat as loved sons and 
brothers. The suddenness and awi illness 
of the swift death that came upon these 
young men almost obscures the thought 
of the silent pain that must live on in 
eruelest reality in the hearts of mothers 
and fathers and sisters and brothers. 


But to a portion of this community, us a 


community in itself, this calamity has 
come close home. The children of Franee 
or of French descent do not hold lightly 
the ties of either kin or nationality. And 
in this town the French population, as a 
kind and sympathetic people, feel a pecul- 
iar loss. Out of their daily companion- 
ship, out of their religious fellowship, out 
of their social fraternity life, they miss 
the faces now gone. This loss they feel 
to be peculiarly their own.

MARKET LAKE, Ida., July 24. — A 


courier from the settlers in the Jackson 
Hole country, with a dispatch for Gov- 
ernor Richards, reports that the Indians 
have been joined by a large number of 
Lempi and Ute Indians, and that they 
have every pass in Jackson Hole guarded. 
Scouts from the settlers say the Indians 
are massing in large numbers and will no 
doubt offer a fight. 


A prospector named Smith was am- 


bushed by Indians, and was wounded in 
the breast. He claimed to have cleaned 
out the band, but scouts sent to confirm 
it, say they found evidences of only one 
Indian being wounded. 


The settlers have brought their wives 


and children to Wilford, and intend to go 
Indian hunting and not wait for the red- 
skins to attack them. 


Many sensational reports have been sent 


out, but there has been no fighting on the 
part of the Indians. The Indians may 
yet be persuaded to return to their reser- 
vations without any more trouble. 


Story of the Trouble. 


It was last Wednesday that the report 


of the Bannock Indians taking to the war- 
path arrived at Washington, and excited 
apprehension for the settlers in north- 
western Wyoming and the Princeton geo- 
logical expedition in the same locality. 


The news reached Washington in a 


telegram from Governor W. A. Richards 
of Wyoming, saying: "Have just re- 
ceived a telegram from officers in Marys- 
dale, Wy., stating that nine Indians 
were arrested, one kilted, and others es- 
caped. Many Indians are reported here, 
threatening lives and property. Immedi- 
ate action on your part is absolutely neces- 


I sary." Governor Richards added that he 


had received other advices by mail repre- 
senting the situation as serious, and asked 
the secretary to take immediate action for 
the protection of the settlers. 


The war department telegraphed the 


dispatcli to General Coppinger, command- 
ing (he department of the Pacific, and di- 
rected him to hold troops in readiness to 
move on the hostile redskins at a mo- 
ment's notice. Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Browning sent dispatches to the 
agents on the Bannock and Shoshone 
reservations to do all in their power to 
prevent further disturbances and return 
absent Indians to their reservations. 


Further advices stated that the Indians 


who had congregated in Jackson's Hole 
had sent across the range of Green River 
for re-enforcements, and that it was bc- 


j lieved they were intent on holding a sun 


dance. There were 300 Indians in Jack- 
son's Hole, including 50 Shoshones from 
the 
Wyoming reservation. 
Governor 


Richards sent Adjutant General Stitzer 
from Cheyenne to Jackson's Hole to look 
into the situation and to call for troops if 
necessary. The governor also telegraphed 
to General Sheldon of the Wyoming Na- 
tional Guard to place his command under 
arms in readiness (for a campaign against 
the Indians. 


Started by Bannoclp. 


The trouble hud its origin in the illegal 


billing uf gitme by the, Bannocks from 
i'ort Hall. The Indian bureau in 1889 ad- 
vised all its agents that complaints had 
been made that the Indians were accus- 
tomed to leave the reservation to Tiunt, 
and that they slaughtered game in viola- 
tion of the laws. So,me Indians have the 
right to leave the reservation to hunt, but 
it is held illegal to kill game not wanted 
for food. 
Quitting a reservation without 


permission, too. renders the Indians liable 
to arrest and prosoqjuuon; 


The Bannocks in fort Hall are notorious 


for their warlike spirit. ,They left the 
reservation in I87S and crossed the south- 
ern part of Idaho on a murdoring and 
plundering expedition. They were joined 
by other bands, and 2000 of them assembled 
in Stein's mountains. There they were 
attacked and scattered 1-y the First cav- 
alry, under Captain Barnard, and were 
defeated by the same command at Plot 
Rock. 


General Miles was then in 5fellowstone 


Park. Ho heard that a party of Bannocks 
were on the warpath, and taking a part of 
his escort, the Fifth infantry, he routed 
them after a decisive battle. _

NEW YORK, July 24.— A dispatch from 


Havana says that since the news of the 
death of General Santocildes, on July 17, 
the authorities have had no news of Gen- 
eral de Campos. The government fears 
th»t thore is a general rising in the prov- 
ince of Matanzas. 


The defeat of the Spanish troops when 


General Santocildes was killed has given 
an impetus to the revolution, and espe- 
cially in the province of Santiago de Cuba, 
where the iron miners have joined the 
rebels. 


I have seen a letter from General Max- 


imo Gomez explaining his reasons for the 
proclamation forbidding work 
on the 


plautadons for the supply of provisions to 
the town. He says that while Spain ob- 
tains sufficient revenue from Cuba to pay 
her soldior.3, the officials will continue to 
rule. When the revenue ceases, they will 
retire. This practically means that the 
insurgents are prepared to ruin the whole 
country in order to force Spain's hand. 


The owner of a large plantation near 


Pue"to Principe, employing 900 men, ap- 
plied to the troops for protection. The 
officer in command advised him to com- 
ply with (he insurgents' order, whereupon 
he stopped nil won;. 


Sympathy For Those "At Home." 


It is an open secret here that prepar- 


ations are being made for the sending out 
of an expedition to Cuba at the very earji- 
est possible opportunity 
At the last 


meeting of the revolutionary party in this 
city, General da Quesada publicly an- 
nounced that he would assume command 
of the first expedition that started for the 
island. 


For some time past owners of all classes 


of vessels hnvo made overtures to the 
leaders of the revolutionists in New York, 
the majority offer! c 8 their vessels for im- 
mediate sale. Somo few had boats which 
they wished to charter for limited periods. 
Proposals of this kind have come from 
nearly every port .".long the 
Atlantic 


coast. It is said that considerable time 
has beep spent by the Cubans having 
charge of the selection in examining the 
various vessels offered for sale in this and 
other ports. 


It is generally understood that within 


the past day or two a suitable vessel has 
been selected and purchased by this com- 
mittee. The leaders of the movement in 
this city declined to difcuss the subject, 
but the Cuban patriots, who are not iden- 
tified with the party as leaders, had all 
heard of the new purchase, and found it 
a fruitful theme for discussion. Few peo- 
ple discredit the story, and it is only 
natural that the leaders o£ the revolu- 
tionary party deny that such a purchase 
has been made. 


The vessel is, according to all reports, 


an iron steamer, wicli a power of 15 knot's 
an hour. Neither the name of the vessel, 
nor the port at which she is now lying, 
could be ascertained. 


A well-dressed man, who declined to f;ive 


his name and said that ho was an Ameri- 
can, speaking English only, entered the 
office of Enrique Trnjillo, editor of El 
Porvenlr, and announced that he had luo 
men, drilled and armed, ready to start on 
a filibustering expedition to Cuba. He, 
himself, would command the force and de- 
fray the expense of transportation. 


Trujillo explained that any such venture 


would be a violatioa of the neutrality 
laws. The man was insistent, and de- 
clared that he was bound to lead such an 
expedition, whether it suited the leaders 
in this city or not. 


A Brute's Close Call. 


BOFFALO, July 34.— The Black Bjock 


lumber firm gave a picnic, as is customary 
every year. Most of the 50 workmen took 
their wives and children along. Albert 
Surprise, a Canadian, inveigled a 7-year- 
old girl off into the woods, and there was 
discovered by the girl's horrified father in 
lustful assaults.

Simple and Graceful Poses Tli»t Are Great 


Slnsclo IlaLiers—Use of tbe Ordinary 
Broomst:ck and Otlier Ea»y Method* 
Greatly la Toene. 


While the women's gymnasiums have 


hundreds of pupils, there are scores of 
other women who get their exercise in 
their own homes and according to well 
triod rules. Tho bedroom may be made to 
answer the purpose of a gymnasium, and 
the outfit is such as may be set up in any 
household. 


If you should chanco to know of a girl 


who a few months ago was thin and al- 
most consumptive looking, but who is now 
full chested, rounded perfectly in arm and 
leg. square of shoulder and graceful of 
ca; ridge, and if you know sho has ncc at- 
tcndod » gymnasium, you may depend 
upon it that sho has practiced boudoir cal- 
isthenics. 


Tho chances arc that as soin as she is 


out of bud in the morning a loose flowing, 
ohomiscliko garment is put on, belted nt 
the waist by a ribbon. Tho bed is pushed 
to ono corner to give plenty of room, ami 
hrr cxercisus bogiu. The only gymuaaiuni- 
hke implement she uses is a slick about 5 
feet long and an inch in diameter; possibly 
at one time it did duty as a broom handle. 
Wit]*this she goes through a scries of gen- 
tle but strengthening exercise*. A window 
is raised, if the weather is not too cold, to 
admit fresh air. 


Ilor first exorcise is filling and expanding 


the lungs, t^hc stands perfectly erect, heels 
tof oilier andariiy extended straight to the 
front, palms touching. The palms are 
now separated and the arms sweep back- 
ward; at the same time she draws in a full 
hrcarh. When the arms are thrown as for 
backward as convenient, and tho lungs are 
expanded, the operation is reversed, the 
arms being brought to the first position 
and the breath exhaled. 


After this is repeated several times she 


varies the exercises by dropping the arms 
close to her hips and raising them above 
her head without bending the elbow, draw- 
ing in the broath all the while and letting 
it out as the arms are dropped to the hip 
again. Now sho doubles her fists am. 
draws them toward her until they strike 
her fchculders. the elbows being close b> 
her sides 
Then she extends them full U 


the front, as though striking at an Imagi- 
nary foe, inhaling and exhaling the breath 
with each motion. 


By this time the muscles of herarms ore 


UmbtTOl, !)er lungs expanded with fresh 
air and tho blood is tingling in her veins. 
She is now ready for tho neck exercise. In 
this she sdniply lets her head drop forward 
as though tho muselesof the neuk had lost 
their power. The head is then rolled with 
a circular motion from side to side, as 
though she were trying to sea how large a 
circle sho could describe in the air with 
the crown of her head us a marker. 


In the course of the moving of the head 


in this manner evory muscle ot the neck is 
brought into action at some point ot the 
circle. This i.s a favorite exercise of ac- 
tresses and society girls and,is productive 
of full, well roun'led necks. 


Tlio next boudoir exercise Is that with 


the broomstick. The first movement is to 
extend theurms at full length to tho front, 
gra-iping tho stick in both hands. The 
young woman then raises themblowly to a 
position over tliu head and then down be- 
hind, keeping the arms rigid. At first her 
hands had to be widely separated on the 
stick to enable her to do this, but as she 
progressed it was not long before the feat 
could be dune with the hauds no more 
than two feet apart. This exercise devel- 
ops tho muscles of the arms, chest and 
back. 


She begins another exercise by holding 


tho stick in the same manner and putting 
her foot through without removing either 
hand. Her dainty toes got many a crack 
before she could put her foot over the stick 
without striking it, but perseverance con- 
quered, and now she puts either foot over 
and back again equally well without 
touching the stick with her toes. She will 
soon be able to Jump through it, both feet 
at once,'quite as easily as sho skipped a 
rope at chic 14. In this movement the 
muscles of tho arm?, legs, hips and back 
are brought into notion, and it requires 
just enough vigor to create bodily warmth. 


Another movement that gives strength 


and suppleness to the back is that of lean- 
lug forward until the tips of the fingers 
touch the toes. In this woman feliows her 
superiority over man, for no Adam can 
compete with an Eve in the Base and grace 
with which she can execute this movement. 
A woman is equally adept at leaning back- 
ward, and the trained athletes among 
them can catch hold of their heels before a 
man can recover from his firtt effort at the 
backward bend. There is no exorcise that 
the athletic young woman takes tic more 
easily than the forward and backward 
beiid. 


The young lady at exercise is now ready 


for tho leg swing. In this she tries to, see 
how large a circle she can describe in the 
air. with great toes as markeis, by swing- 
ing first one. log and thun the other. Asa 
developer of tho thigh this movement beats 
high kicking, as it brings into action all 
tho musdos of the leg from the ankle to 
the hip.' Sometimes she may vary this 
movement by balancing on one foot and 
describing a circle on tho floor with the 
other, and sho may enliven it with a little 
high kicking and other maneuvers which 
she would consider quite improper outside 
the precincts of her own sanctum. 


In thobo exercises she is careful to avoid 


overexertion, and with equal care she en- 
daavors to develop all muscles equally.— 
New York World. 


Dolls' Furniture.

miniature housewives is the turning of old 
corkh into doll furniture. The usual wine 
bottle corks arc tho thing, and this is how 
they are made <to serve us, foundations foi 
the many oddments of doll homekeeping:

and cover it with red flannel, bordering it 
with a close row of pins. Put in a fan 
shapo (of pins) at the back and interweave 
them with rod cotton, which will keep in 
the pins and also give a finished, pretty 
aspect to the chair.
